muidei At that time thcic was only one constable available 
at the Police Station Unmindful oi the lack of police force 
and the tciocity of the mob Shu Kulkarni rushed to the spot 
and tried to pacify the mob but finding that it was uncontrol- 
lable and was committing aison, he rushed back to his police 
station and immediately ictuuied armed with a rcvolvei The 
Constable was also aimed with a ,410 tmisket He then 
warned the mob to dispeise but in turn u letaliated by pelting 
stems at him and the constable Seeing no alternative, he 
opened fire at the mob lesultmg in the death ot one peison 
and injuues to another I his intimated the mob further and 
it attacked the Police Sub Inspectoi with sticks and stones 
causing him severe mjunes on his head. He- was rushed to 
the hospital but succumbed to his injuries altei a week 

In this action Shu Raghavcndia Rao kulkarni showed 
exemplary courage, initiative and devotion to duty of a high 
order

On the 8th July, 1975 at about 3 00 A M. Assistant Sub- 
lnspcctor Satish Chandra Das received information from two 
Constables, who were on patrol duty, that a huge quantity 
of Stolen iron sleepers were being carried away in a lorry 
from the Madhyamgram Railway yard, by a gang of mis- 
creants armed with deadly weapons, including fire-arms 
Shi i Das hurried to the spot with the meagre force readily 
available and challenged the occupants of the lorry which wa* 
loaded with iron sleepers and about 25 miscreants on board 
whereupon the miscreants opened fire and the driver made 
desparate attempts to run over the police personnel in a bid to 
escape Tn the melee Shn Das was knocked down with 
sevcial serious head injuries and profuse bleeding. But he 
jumped upon the footboard of the lorry on the side of the 
dnvci’s cabin and fired from his revolver and also ordered a 
Constable to file at the lorry. The constable managed to 
puncture two tyics of the lorry and it came to a stop, but the 
miscreants jumped out and fled away One of them was later 
apprehended.

This 
plot was master-minded by certuin extiemist elements One 
of the extremists involved disclosed to the police the hideout 
of a much wanted criminal He disclosed where the head- 
quarter of the said cnminal was located The Supeunten- 
dents of Police of District Singhbhum and Distuct Jamshed 
pur, therefore, organised it joint raid on the hideout on the 
5th June, 1971 at about 4 00 P M The two Superintendents 
of Police themselves headed the j. tiding paity and surrounded 
the hideout The moment the gingsteis detected the 
approaching police paity. they opened fne with their country - 
made weapons The police ofhceis relumed the lire. The 
criminals tried to escape from the 11 inks of tht encircling party 
by attacking the policemen with ‘paisas’ ami other weapons 
In the encounter two cangsteis w'cie killed on the spot and 
two others were ni rested, one of the deceased was the wanted 
criminal. The police also lecovejed a substantial quantity of 
explosives and a lot of coucspondence thiownir light on the 
lindei ground cvliemists md then illegal activities

On the 1 4th March, 1976 in the eaily hours of the morning, 
Sub-Inspector Jagdish Prashad received information that a 
dacoit gang was hiding in a sugar-cane field near villuge 
Mardm Shu Jagdish Prashad aiongwith a party of police- 
men went to the site and encircled the sugarcane field. He 
then challenged the dacoits to surrender but they opened fire 
on the police party 

During this encounter Constable Balam Singh who was 
riven the responsibility of guarding the left flank, moved foi 
v ud to out oil the mute of escape In this process he ex 
posed himself and vvas unfortunately hit. by the filing of (lit 
dacoits Shn B dam Singh was grievously wounded and died 
on the way to masalpur Hospital. 
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Constable Mustak Khan was positioned behind a ‘Peepal' 
tree not more than 50 yards from the sugar-cane field m which 
the dacoits were hiding. He was in a very vulnerable position 
but he continued a persistent file at the dacoit position Sliri 
Mustak Khan had earlier been deployed in disguise along- 
with the informant to keep a watch on the gapg He had 
played an important role in locating die dacoits at giave usk 
to himself as he was unarmed Due to this well organised 
raid the dacoits found themselves helpless and in the ensuing 
encounter all of them weie killed. One 703 rifle, and six 
guns alongwith large quantity of ammunition were lecovcred 
from their persons
